MANDATORY RECYCLING AND WASTE SEPARATION ORDINANCE 
RANDOLPH, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


An Ordinance to establish and implement mandatory waste 
separation and recycling in the Town of Randolph, under RSA 
Chapter 149-M. Establishing rules for separation and collection 
of specific materials from the waste stream for the purpose of 
recycling and removal of hazardous waste will serve the public 
interest by reducing the volume of solid waste. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Town of Randolph, in 
the County of Coos and the State of New Hampshire, acting under 
authority of RSA 31:39 and RSA 149-M:13 as follows: 


SECTION 1. PROGRAM ESTABLISHED. Mandatory recycling and 
waste separation is hereby established to provide for the removal 
of certain household recyclable materials from the landfillable 
part of the Town’s waste stream. 


SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS. 


A. "Recyclable materials" means all materials required under 
this Ordinance to be removed by all householders from the solid 
waste stream for the purpose of recycling. 

(1) "FPaperstock recyclable materials" defined as follows: 


(a) NEWSPAPERS: Dry, clean paper of any type commonly 
referred to as newsprint and is distributed daily or weekly. 
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SPECIFICALLY EXCLUDED ARE all other paper products of any nature, 
such as magazines, are not paperstock recyclable materials. 


(b) BROWN CORRUGATED CARDBOARD: Clean, dry flattened 
cardboard containers. Staples, nylon tape, string or other 
foreign materials shall be removed insofar as reasonably 
possible. 


(2) GLASS CONTAINERS: Empty bottles and jars of all colors 
made entirely of glass. SPECIFICALLY EXCLUDED ARE: Bottle caps 
and rings, window glass, light bulbs and fixtures, Pyrex and 
ceramics. 


(3) ALUMINUM BEVERAGE CANS: Only those containers made 
entirely of aluminum and used solely for the packaging of 
beverages. 


(4) TIN (steel) CANS. 
(3) PEASTICS “inctude: 


(a) Narrow necked containers made of high density 
polyethylene resins (HDPE) such as milk and water jugs, bottles 
used for orange juice, dish soap, laundry products and shampoo; 
or 


(b) Flastic made from polyethelene terephthalate resins 
(PFET) often used as carbonated beverage containers. 


BR. SOLID WASTE means all garbage and rubbish that is 
collected in the Town for disposal. 


C. TOWN means the Town of Randolph. 
SEC T.LGhe ss. (RP RUCROURES 


A. CURRSTIDE PICKUF SCHEDULES for land fillable solid waste 
and recyclable materials will be established by the Selectmen. 


BR. RECYCLING CONTAINERS will be issued to all households and 
Will remain Town property. Householders who move from Town shalt 
return the containers. Lost containers shall be replaced by the 
householder, who may purchase them at a cost from the Town. 


SECTION 4. EXCLUDED MATERTALS AND SEPARATION OF OTHER 
WASTE. 
The following materials will not be collected by the Town as 
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part of either curbside pickup program. Householders will be 
responsible for disposing of such materials in accordance with 
Selectmen's advice: 


A. HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS WASTE materials and containers 
including: pesticides; paints (oil and latex); stains and 
finishes; strippers; wood preservatives: metal polishers; 
cleaners —- oven, rug, upholstery, toilet, drain; bleach; ammonia; 
photographic and pool chemicals; disinfectants; polishes; moth 
balls; automobile products - antifreeze, transmission and brake 
fluid, used oil, batteries and tires; and flashlight batteries. 


B. SCRAP METAL 


C. BUILDING DEBRIS: householders should have contractors or 
builders remove it. Alternatives may include burning with proper 
permits (except plastics), and special Town collection. 


SECTION 5S. DESIGNATION OF ADDITIONAL RECYCLABLE MATERIALS. 
After public hearing with 25 days notice, the Selectmen any 
designate additional materials to be separated or recycled in 
accordance with the purposes and goals of this Ordinance. 


SECTION 6. ENFORCEMENT PENALTIES 


A. Individual recycling containers shall contain only 
designated recyclables in accordance with this Ordinance, and non 
recylcable solid waste shall not include recyclables. Failure to 
comply could result in an entire load being refused access to the 
landfill or the recycling center. Therefore, the Town’s haulers 
will be instructed to examine the contents of recycling 
containers and trash receptacles. Violations will result in the 
hauler leaving the trash or recycling container at the curb.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
Article 2. — MANDATORY RECYCLING & WASTE SEFARATION ORDINANCE 


Senvaration and removal of 15% of recyclables is required by 
State law for 1991. This percentage will increase up to 407% 
within the next several years. 

Violations of this Ordinance will result in your trash 
being left for you to separate. Many other Towns and Cities 
have attached a monetary figure for non compliance. The 
Selectmen and the Recycling Committee felt this was not 
necessary for the Town of Randolph. We encourage everyone to 
recycle as outlined in the Ordinance to avoid not only having 
your trash left at your house but also to insure that Randolph’s 
trash is accepted at the landfill. 


The question is decided by ballot. There will be no 
discussion of the Article at Town Meeting.

This Article is toa formally adopt the State Regulations 
pertaining toa volunteer fire departments. The Town of Randolph 
has never adopted these requlations and must do so for the Fire 
Department and the Fire Chief to be recognized by the State and 
Local Municipalities. Upon passage of this Article a Fire Chief

Officer’s Expenses include a pay increase for the Selectmen's 
Secretary . An increase has not been given in several years. 

Town Buildings includes monies for replacing roof on the Town 
Hall. The Handicap Ramp and Access Door; handicap parking area; 
as well as new front steps were completed this past year 

Master Flan —- The Master Flan must be updated at least every 
five years. State monies for road and bridge repairs depends 
upon the Town having a current Master Flan. The updating process 
will begin this year. 


The Selectmen recommend passage of Article 13.

Fire and Police Frotection includes purchase of two-way radio 
equipment. This will allow both Departments to be in contact 
With the necessary State and Local agencies. The Folice 
Department currently has radios which are 20 years old and do not 
have the range or scanning capabilities necessary for all 
emergencies which require help from State and Local communities. 
One of the existing Folice radios will be turned over to the Road 
Agent and the other will be used by the Town Forest Fire Warden. 


Article 15. —- HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The $4,000 appropriated under Nursing Services will be 
provided to whom ever the Selectmen can negotiate for the best 
services for the Town. At the this time, the present nursing 
program provided by the Town of Gorham is under going possible 
revisions. These changes may well include the District Nurse 
Service being terminated and similar services being provided by 
AYH Home Care Frogram. To insure that the Town of Randolph will 
continue this service the Selectmen are exploring all 
alternatives. 
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Article 16. —- HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 


The plowing of driveways has created much discussion over the 
years due to the expense, length of driveways and the cost shared 
equally by all tax payers. The Selectmen suggest that an 
Association be formed by all people who wish to continue this 
service. This association should form a committee to negotiate 
with private contractors to plow all member driveways. By doing 
this the Town would not be involved and only those people who 
want the service would pay. Having an Association, the cost 
could be close to the same amount currently being spent as the 
contractors will know how many driveways they will be servicing. 


Article 17. -— DUMP CLOSING EXPENDABLE TRUST 


With the addition of $50,000 will bring the total amount 
available to $102,647. The total closure costs will be between 
$120,000 and $150,000. The Selectmen’s intent is to raise a 
smaller amount each year to avoid a large expense in one year. 
The firm of DuBois & King have recommended closing the dump as 
soon as possible due to changing State and Federal regulations 
which could cost the Town more. 


Article 18. - BID PHASE OF DUMP CLOSURE 


The $6,800 will be to cover the costs for DuBois & King to 
handle the bidding and contractor selection process. 


Article 19. —- DUMP CLOSURE PHASE III 


The $2,000 is to cover the costs of State permit fees and the 
cost of testing monitoring wells. 


Article 20. — TRASH DISPOSAL 


Collection —- This amount includes 6 monthly pickups for 
recyclables as the recycling program will be on line starting in 
July of this year. 

Tipping —- This amount includes 11 months at the Sanco 
Landfill (to fulfill our contract which expires at the end of 
Nov.) and one month at the James River Landfill. 


Junk & Hazardous Waste Collection —- The Selectmen consider it 
necessary to provide junk collection for material which is not 
recyclable or can not be put in landfill. We must also provide 
for a means of household hazardous waste disposal. This year 
North Country Council will announce a Hazardous Waste Day and 
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will fund half the costs for disposal. Residents will be 
notified by the Selectmen prior to disposal date. Collection of 
hazardous wastes will not be provided. residents must deliver the 
hazardous materials to disposal site. The costs are incurred for 
proper disposal of the hazardous wastes. 


Recycling Containers — The $3,000 amount is for the total 
costs. We are applying for matching funds from the State, 
however the State must be assured that the funds are available 
and will not provide funds unless the Town has a mandatory 
recycling regulation. 


The Randoplh Foundation may provide the matching funds for 
the containers, if this takes place the balance raised by taxes 
will not be expended and will reduce taxes for the following 
year. 


Article 25. -—- SUBDIVISION AND LAND USE REGULATION INSPECTOR 


The Planning Board and Board of Adjustment have requested the 
Selectmen to appoint a person who will inspect the actual 
construction and location of roads and buildings to insure that 
construction and location are in compliance with subdivision and 
land use regulations. This person will not have the authority to 
enforce the regulations this authority will remain with the 
Selectmen. If approved, the Selectmen, Planning Board and Board 
of Adjustment will draw up a job description.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 
1990 


The year of 1990 has witnessed a remarkable emergence af the 
begirming of a serious fire department. The cumulation of aver 
850 man hours af crew-denated time surpasses the tatal cf the last 
ten years combined. 


A normal fire department meets ance ta twice a manth; we are 
meeting every single week. Toa date we have an operative truck in 
a heated, newly insulated building, the cold Veteran’s Club, which 
sports all new sills, an overhead door, a new entry dear and a 
panelled inside. 


The Town of Randcalph paid members af the Fireman’s 
Association $1500 for a white goods callection. In turn, the 
Association purchased a furnace for the firehouse and donated it 
toa the town. A bake sale last December 15 at Kelley’s Market in 
Gorham engineered by the Women’s Auxiliary resulted in aver $300 
collected towards a new two-way radia far the truck. 


We are laying the groundwork for an emergency calling system 
to repert fires with the assistance of the Grand View Lodge and 
Lowe’s Garage. We are presently being trained on caperatiaon of the 
fire truck with Mike Steele’s knowledgable assistance. Bickel 
Demers’ almast weekly acquisition of needed support parts fram 
generous southern fire departments never ceases ta amaze or amuse 
US. 


And cur secretary Burt Dempster’s excellent job of recard 
keeping and fact finding along with Mark Kelley’s assistance is 
helping us cut threugh all the red tape toa achieve cur objective. 
The Kelleys and White Mountain Lumber alsa have seld us materials 
at cost and genercausly danated time and equipment any time we 
needed it far any endeavor. 


Our next abjective is tc get two men fully equipped with 
approved entry gear and breathing apparatus. We are nat fully 
operational as of yet but haope ta be sa by fall. We are presertly 
engaged in talks witlh "Nerth Pact," an affiliation of Coas County 
Fire Departments, and have been invited ta join them. 


We all realize the seriousness of the responsibility of the 
pretection cof property and pecple in our town. With this in mind 
we hvae no desire ta change our agreement with Gerham until we are 
fully ready. 


If we continue ta have the town’s support and blessing, 
everything should come together very soon.

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REPORT OF RECYCLING STUDY COMMITTEE 


Randolph's Aluminum Can Collection and Recycling Program has 
continued through the past year with collection sites at Town 
Hall and Parkers. The Glines, Hawkins and more recently the 
Parker families have made the program possible by periodically 
hauling the cans to White Mountain Distributor in Berlin. Their 
efforts have meant that about 500 pounds have been removed from 
Randolph's waste stream. 


This past year has also seen a variety of other opportunities 
for recycling in our area including: used plastic bag collection 
at Butson's; old telephone directories accepted at a variety of 
local stores; newspapers shredded for animal bedding at a 
Groveton farm; all local food stores reusing your shopping bags 
for your groceries. 


The committee has sought, through Pot-Luck Dessert neighborhood 
meettings last Spring and through our newspaper, MOUNTAIN VIEW, 
to spread the word and to prepare Randolph residents for the 
upcoming integrated program for recyclables and landfillables. 
Managed by our waste management district, Androscoggin Valley 
Regional Refuse Disposal District, the program's July first 1991 
start up date published in last year's annual report still seems 
possible. 


Under the program, Randolph will continue its’ traditional 
curbside method of disposal. Landfillables will be picked up 
weekly and taken to James River Corporation's Mt. Carburry 
landfill for an $18.19 per ton tipping fee. 


Recyclables will be picked up once monthly. The schedule can be 
adjusted if neccesary. Randolph residents will be issued 
recycling containers for comingling: newsprint, corrugated 
cardboard, glass, aluminum cans, steel ("tin") cans and certain 
plastics. As the time approaches for the District's program to 
begin, the Committee will be holding a variety of public 
education events. 


Because Mt. Carburry land fia} will not accept loads 
contaminated with recyclable Materials, and also because 
Randolph's share of the total cost of the District is 
proportional to tipping tonnage, the Committee recommends 
adoption -of a mandatory recycling ordinance. It also will help 
insure that the materials we send to the recycling center will 
be free of contamination and able to bring maximum return from 
the recyclabl®@® materials market. 
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Starting today, we all can help by contributing to the aluminum 
can project mentioned above and by shopping for products made of 
or packaged in recycled materials.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During Calendar Year 1990, the State of New Hampshire 
experienced an average number of wildfires. The three leading 
causes of these wildfires were fires kindled without a fire 
permit from the Forest Fire Warden, permit fires that escaped 
control and rekindled fires. All of these fires are 
preventable, but ONLY with your help. 


Please help your town and_ state forest fire officials with 
forest fire prevention. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27 II) 
requires that, "No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or 
cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any 
material in the open, except when the ground is covered with 


snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from the 
Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burning is to be done." 


Violations or RSA 224:27 II and the other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of 
up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are also liable for 
all fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands 
assisted many towns in wildland fire suppression during 1990, 
including a 262 acre fire in Moultonboro and several fires in 
Hooksett. 


In 1990, the New Hampshire Division of Forest and Lands trained 
844 local \Wardens and Deputy Wardens in the Incident Command 
System (ICS), an incident management system for all types of 
emergencies. In 1991, Wardens will be trained in the use of 
Class A foam in wildfire suppression. 


If you have any questions regarding New Hampshire forest fire 
laws, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden, State Forest 
Ranger, or the Division of Forests and Lands at 271-2217.

North Country Council is the non-profit regional planning 
commission serving 51 towns in northern New Hampshire. The 
Council's primary mission is to meet the planning and 
development needs of its member towns. Specific assistance 
presently available from the North Country Council includes 
municipal planning, economic development, community development, 
solid waste, transportation, water management, GIS mapping and 
resource management. When requested, the council provides 
professional guidance and assistance to Boards of Selectmen, 
Planning Boards, Zoning Boards of Adjustment, Conservation

Transportation Committee focused on local and regional highway, 
air and rail issues. NCC;s Solid Waste Coordinator continued to 
advocate regional solid waste management while working with five 
area solid waste districts.

The office is open Monday through Friday and the aides are scheduled 
accordingly. We service Gorham, Randolph and Shelburne. Total visits this 
year were 1,435. This figure represents a very productive year considering 
the agency's being shorthanded for an extended period. 


After twenty years of nursing in the community, it is with mixed 
feelings that I retire. I wish to express my gratitude to the professionals 
with whom I shared a common interest, and to all the volunteers who have 
given graciously since my tenure. To my staff, thank you for being support-— 
ive, helpful and happy in your work. Lastly, I wish to thank all the 
clients for allowing me to participate in their care, for it is through them 
that my nursing career has been so meaningful and fulfilling.

OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE RANDOLPH SCHOOL DISTRICT: 


Welcome to the decade of the 90's! A year ago in m 
report I addressed what I saw as many changes which woul 
be forthcoming in the future. This iene I hope to give you 
a progress report on the events which have taken place 
since the fall of 1989 and early winter of 1990. 


Gorham Master Plan 


In the early fall of 1989 Gorham completed a 
demographic ecudy inclusive of Randolph. The results of 
this part of Gorham's Be udy was to project enrollments in 
the schools for the next 1 ears. Based on these 
projections, it was then to begin to address building 
Heese) professional and support staff levels, and program 
needs. 


The second phase of the study was to do an assessment 
of Gorham's health and safety needs, the problem of 
accessibility for the pencdlica Deeds space needs, and 
building UPAE Ose The secon phase has now been completed 
and the information will be used to BURR ORE two bond issues 
at the Gorham Annual Meeting scheduled for March, 1991. 


The third phase of the study consists of an evaluation 
of the Gorham School System. This phase has been delayed 
somewhat by the events of a year ago but is now moving 
forward. In the fall of 1991 the Edward Fenn School will 
be visited by a group of educators selected by the New 
England Association of Schools & Colleges to take a close 
look at the elementary school and its programs. This will 
be followed in the ape of 1992 with a similar evaluation 
of Gorham High School. Both reports will then become the 
basis for improving the schools for the decade of the 90's. 
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The results from the demographic study, the 
architectural study, the survey, the several public 
information meetings, and the New England Association's 
evaluation along with the results of a strategic planning 
activity held last fall will all become part of a 10 Year 
Master Plan for the Gorham School District. Drafts of the 
Master Plan will be circulated in Randolph as well as 
Gorham and Shelburne later this year. An opportunity will 
then be provided for public input in all three communities. 
The comments will then be incorporated into a 2nd draft 
which will be taken before the Gorham School Board for 
review and adoption. 


The Gorham Master Plan will have a future impact on 
all Gorham students and those of the sending districts. 
Suffice it to f° that the future education of your 
children is involved. As stated in my Speke el report; 1c 
is essential that the changes which will occur be well 
Sp ae The choice is ours. We can either control our 

estiny or we can allow events to dictate what we will 
become." The education of our children is too important an 
issue to allow events to take their course. We have a 
choice. Let's make it! 


Middle School Concept 


By this time Se may very well have heard that the 
Gorham School Board will be moving grade 6 to the junior- 
senior high school building in the fall of 1992 and forming 
a middle school composed of grades 6-8. There are many 
reasons for this change. The most important are the 
better education of your children, a better transition from 
elementary to middle school, a better transition from 
middle enSol to high school, and a better utilization of 
our facilities. Also important in the mix of reasons is 
to create much needed space at the Edward Fenn School. In 
conclusion, restructuring of the Gorham School System can 
and will move us forward toward providing an even better 
education for all our children and better utilize our 
resources in doing so. 


Tuition Rates 


The tuition rates for 1991-92, as I am sure everyone 
expected, have increased over the previous year. What is 
interesting, however, is the relationship between Gorham's 
tuition rates and th State Average tuition rates for the 
same fiscal year (FY 1990). Based on the same fiscal year 
and using Gorham's rates the cost to educate all of 
Randolph's children othe our the 1991-92 year would be less. 
The savings would be in the area of $11,000.00 
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The Gorham tuition rates for 1991-92 as compared to 
those of the present year are as follows:

Cooperative School District 
Planning Committee 


This year your school warrant will contain an article 
requesting the voters to create a Cooperative School 
District Planning Committee to study the feasibility of 
forming a cooperative school district. The study is 
projected to take 1 to 3 years to Aa eh When the 
committee has completed its work, public meetings will be 
held in each town. These public meetings will be followed 
by a ballot vote at one of your future Annual Meetings to 
accept or reject the recommendations of the Committee. 


The formation of the Committee does not obligate the 
Randolph School District to participate in a Cooperative 
School, only to study the feasibility of Bae acaPaua ng in 
one. When all the facts are known, those facts will be 
made known to the people and they will decide. 


_.__The cost of providing a quality education for our 
children is PoSomEnY increasingly prohibitive. As I see 
it, we have three alternatives: 1. continue to pay the 
ever. ane Leagan costs regardless of those costs, 2. reduce 
the quality and quantity of our educational programs, or 3. 
look at alternatives to what we are doing now to see if we 
can maintain or improve what we have at a more acceptable 
cost to everyone.

LAND USE ORDINANCE 


Adopted at Town Meeting on March 8, 1988; 
amended at Town Meeting on March 14, 1989 


Article I - TITLE 


Pursuant to the authority conferred by New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated 
674:16, 1986, as amended, for the purpose of promoting the health, safety, and general 
welfare of the Town of Randolph, New Hampshire, the following ordinance is hereby 
enacted by the voters of the Town of Randolph, New Hampshire. This Ordinance shall 
be known and may be cited as the Randolph Land Use Ordinance -- hereinafter referred 
to as "this Ordinance." 


Article II - PURPOSE 


In accordance with RSA 674:17, this Ordinance is designed to promote the health, safety, 
and general welfare of the inhabitants of Randolph, to protect the value of property, to 
prevent the overcrowding of land, to avoid undue concentration of population, and to 
facilitate the adequate provisions of other public requirements. 


Article III - DEFINITIONS 


For the purpose of this Ordinance, the present tense includes the future tense; the 
singular number includes the plural; and the plural number includes the singular. The 
word "shall" is mandatory; the word "may" is permissive; the words "used" or "occupied" 
include the words "intended," "designed," or "arranged" to be used or occupied, and 
certain terms or words shall be interpreted as follows: 


3.01 ACCESSORY BUILDING OR USE. A building or use located on the same lot as 
the principal building or use, and use of which is considered incidental to those 
of the principal building, such as, but not limited to, detached garages, swimming 
pools, and equipment sheds.

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AUTOMOTIVE REPAIR SHOP. Building where gasoline, oil, grease, batteries, tires, 
and automctive accessories are sold at retail; minor servicing and repairs are 
made; and cold drinks, candy, tobacco, and similar goods may be sold. Outdoor 
storage of motor vehicles that are both inoperative and unregistered is not 
permitted unless screened from view. 


CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT. A purely residential subdivision of a tract of land 
where, instead of subdividing the entire tract into house lots of conventional size, 
the land is subdivided into small lots upon which buildings are placed with the 
balance of the land deeded to all owners in common and generally reserved for 
open space. Cluster development is intended to encourage flexibility in design of 
single-family subdivisions. It must represent a more appropriate use of the land 
than its conventional subdivision. 


CONDOMINIUM. The legal arrangement in which a dwelling unit in an apartment 
building or residential development is individually owned but in which the common 
areas are owned, controlled, and maintained through an organization consisting 
of all the individual owners. 


DRIVEWAY. An access way for two or less dwellings or lots except in the case of 
cluster development, which may have up to four dwellings served by one driveway. 


DWELLING. A structure designed for residential occupancy by one or more families 
but excluding hotels, motels, tourist homes, overnight cabins. 


DWELLING UNIT. A building or portion of a building which contains a single set 
of living quarters to be occupied by one family group only. 


FRONTAGE. The length of a lot at its front lot line which borders on an improved 
public street or a private street that has been approved by the Planning Board. 


HEIGHT. The vertical distance between a mean finished grade at the structure 
and the highest point of the roof of a structure. 


HOME OCCUPATION. A home occupation is that accessory use of a dwelling that 
shall constitute either entirely or partly the livelihood of a person living in the 
dwelling, subject to the conditions of Article 6.01. 
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LOT. A parcel of land of at least sufficient size to meet the minimum requirements 
of this Ordinance for use, area, setback and other open spaces, and having frontage 
on an improved street or right-of-way, not including utility rights-of-way. 


LOT LINE, FRONT. Any lot line that coincides with a line of a street or right-of- 
way. 


LOT LINE, REAR. The lot line most distant from the front line, except that in the 
case of a corner lot, the owner shall have the option of choosing which of the 
lot lines shall be the rear lot line. 


LOT LINE, SIDE. Any lot line not a front or a rear lot line. 


MANUFACTURED HOUSING. A structure, transportable in one or more sections, 
which exceeds either eight body feet in width or 40 body feet in length, built on 
a permanent chassis and designed to be used as a dwelling, with or without a 
permanent foundation, when connected to the required utilities. 


MANUFACTURED HOME PARK. Any tract of land on which two or more 
manufactured homes are parked and occupied for living purposes. 


MULTI-FAMILY HOUSING. A residential building designed for and occupied by 
three or more families, regardless of the type of ownership, such as, but not 
limited to, condominiums, apartments, or other common wall or row-type housing 
units of the same type. The number of families shall not exceed the number of 
single-family dwelling units provided. 


NON-CONFORMING USE. A use which lawfully exists at the time this Ordinance 
becomes effective but which does not conform with the regulations of this 
Ordinance. 


PERMITTED USE. A use of property which is allowed by right in the provisions 
of this Ordinance. 


SETBACKS: 
Front: The depth of the front yard as measured from the street right-of-way to the 
front line of the closest building.

Side: The depth between the side of the closest building and the nearest side lot 
line. 

Rear: The depth of the rear yard as measured from the rear lot line to the rear 
line of the closest building. 


SIGNS. Any medium, including its structure and component parts, which is used 
or intended to be used to attract attention to the subject matter. 


SPECIAL EXCEPTION. A use of a building or lot which may be permitted under 
this Ordinance only upon formal application to the Board of Adjustment, and 
subject to the approval of that Board, when such use would not be detrimental to 
the public health, safety, and general welfare and only in cases where the words 
"Special Exception" in this Ordinance pertain. 


STREET. A thoroughfare, road, avenue, freeway, highway, and other way. The 
entire width of the right-of-way whether unimproved or improved is included in 
the definition 


VARIANCE. As defined in RSA 674:33, a relaxation of the terms of this Ordinance 
granted by the Board of Adjustment, on appeal, as long as it is not contrary to 
the public interest and if, owing to special conditions, a literal enforcement of the 
provisions of this Ordinance would result in unnecessary hardship, and so that the 
spirit of the Ordinance shall be observed and substantial justice done. 


Article IV - PERMITTED USES 


Every use now being made of land, structures, or buildings in the Town of 
Randolph, on the effective date of this Ordinance, may be continued and such 
use is not affected by this Ordinance. 


The following uses are permitted in the Town of Randolph: 


A. Residential uses: 
1. Single- and two-family dwellings. 
2. Farm buildings. 
3. Manufactured housing (single-family). 
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4. Accessory uses customarily incidental to the permitted use such as buildings 
to house automobiles, equipment, supplies, pets, or animals. 


Group facility uses: 
1. Municipal schools. 


2. Community center, park, or playground operated by the Town. 
3. Accessory uses customarily incidental to allowed uses. 


. Other uses: Agricultural, which includes dairy farming, greenhouses, animal and 


poultry husbandry, horticultural uses, pasturage, and timber harvesting. 


The following additional uses are permitted by Specal Exception by the Board of 

Adjustment: 

A. Hotels, motels, tourist accomodations, and/or lodging units. 

B. Day care facilities. 

C. Kennels (small animals). 

D. Multi-family housing. 

E. Warehouses. 

F. Restaurants. 

G. Home occupations as provided in Section 6.01 

H. Retail establishments that include, but are not limited to, groceries, drugs, 
apparel, antiques, books, specialty goods, and/or tobacco. 

I. Commercial removal of gravel, loam, rocks, clay, and/or sand in accordance 
with RSA 155-E. 

J. Private schools. 

K. Auto repair shops. 

L. Church, parish house, or other religious use, 


M. Membership recreational clubs and facilities. 


A Special Exception will be allowed if the following conditions are met: 


A. 
B. 
C, 


The specific site is an appropriate location for such a use. 
Property values in the district will not be reduced by such a use. 
No nuisance or unreasonable hazard shall result. 
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D. Adequate and appropriate facilities, including parking space according to 
parking guidelines on file in the Town office, will be provided for the proper 
operation and maintenance of the proposed use. 


Additional conditions may be attached to the Special Exceptions by the Board of 
Adjustment consistent with the intent and purpose of this Ordinance to protect 
the health, safety, and general welfare of the Town’s residents. 


A non-conforming use permitted by Section 4.01 may be expanded in size or floor 
area, provided that the expanded structure be no nearer to the lot line or right 
of way than was the non-conforming distance of the original structure, and 
provided that the remaining setbacks are at least 25 feet. 


A nonconforming use permitted by Section 4.01 which is partially or totally 
destroyed by obsolescence, fire, accident, or other cause may be repaired or 
replaced provided that the repaired or replacing structure be no nearer to the lot 
line or right of way than was the non-conforming distance of the original structure, 
and that the remaining setbacks are at least 25 feet. 


All nonconforming lots on record at the Country Registry of Deeds prior to the 
enactment of this Ordinance shall be considered buildable lots only if all other 
requirements pertaining to the proposed use are met. 


Article V - AREA REGULATIONS 


LOT SIZE. Each residential lot shall have a minimum of 80,000 sq. ft. (1.84 acres) 
per dwelling unit. Lot sizes for group facilities, other permitted uses, and special 
exceptions shall be determined by the Board of Adjustment. 


FRONTAGE. Any lot situated on a an improved public or an approved private 
street shall have a minimum frontage of 200 feet. 


FRONT SETBACKS. Every structure placed on a lot shall have a setback of at least 
25 feet from the nearest right-of-way. 


REAR AND SIDE SETBACKS. Every structure placed on a lot shall have a space 
of at least 25 feet from the side and rear property lines; however, minor extensions 
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to structures, such as, but not limited to, greenhouses, bay windows, steps, stoops 
or porches, may project to a point no closer than 20 feet from the lot line. 


HEIGHT. No structure erected on any lot shall exceed 35 feet in height, except 
that this restriction shall not apply to farm buildings. 


WATER SETBACKS. No structure, septic system, leach field, or paved area shall 
be located within 100 feet of the near bank of a year-round stream or body of 
water. Roads and bridges necessary to cross a stream may be allowed. 


SLOPE. No portion of a driveway shall exceed 12% in slope. 


Article VI - GENERAL REGULATIONS 


HOME OCCUPATIONS. The Board of Adjustment may grant a Special Exception 


for any home occupation upon finding that the criteria for a Special Exception 
have been met and if: (a) the home occupation is carried on wholly within the 
principal or accessory structure, and (b) objectionable noise, vibrations, smoke, 
dust, odors, heat, or glare shall not be produced. 


SIGNS. 


A. Advertising signs may be permitted but shall refer only to establishments 
operated in the Town of Randolph. 

B. All signs must be constructed of durable materials and shall be maintained in 
good condition and repair at all times. 

C. The area of one side of a sign shall be regarded as the total area of the sign. 
This includes the advertising surface and any framing or moulding, but excludes 
the supporting structure. 

D. The maximum number of signs allowed, free-standing or attached, is three per 
establishment. 

E. For any residential use or home occupation, a sign not exceeding five square 
feet is allowed which announces the name, address, and profession of the 
occupant of the premises on which said sign is located. 

F. For all other uses a maximum of 16 square feet per sign will be allowed. These 
signs can be attached or free-standing. 

G. Political signs shall-be permitted in accordance with State legislation. 
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H. Signs shall not extend above the roof line of the building. Maximum height of 
a free-standing sign is 25 feet. 

I. Signs shall not be allowed that interfere with the line of sight for street traffic 
or are within public pedestrian walkways. 

J. All free-standing signs shall be set back at least five feet from any public right- 
of-way. 

K. Signs may be illuminated only by steady burning lights. 

L. Directional trail signs shall be permitted. 


MULTI-FAMILY HOUSING. 


A. All multi-family developments must comply with all other required local, State, 
or Federal regulations including, but not limited to, the Randolph Subdivision 
Regulations and the Condominium Act as may be amended. 


B. Further information/investigation may be requested by the Board of Adjustment 
to ensure adequate protection of the future residents of the complex as well as 
of the community. 


Article VII - ADMINISTRATION 


ENFORCEMENT. It shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen or their designees 
to administer this Ordinance. 


PERMITS. A building permit shall be obtained from the Selectmen before a 
building or structure is constructed, extended, relocated, or demolished. This 
requirement also applies to swimming pools, manufactured homes, and exterior 
signs. Alterations to an existing building or structure which change the exterior 
dimensions shall require a permit. 


ENFORCEMENT. The Board of Selectmen or their designee, upon well-founded 
information of any violation, is hereby authorized to initiate immediate steps for 
enforcement of this Ordinance by issuing due notice to cease and desist such 
violation and/or be subject upon conviction to a fine of one-hundred dollars 
($100) for each day the violation continues. 
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Article VIII - BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


8.01 A five-person Board of Adjustment and three (maximum five) alternates will be 
appointed by the Selectmen, as provided by State Statutes 673 and 673:3, which 
may, upon application and after notification of abutters and an advertised public 
hearing: 


A. Review and decide on alleged error in administrative finding, or 
B. Consider and decide on a Special Exception request, or 
C. Grant a Variance if the following conditions are met:

No diminution in value of surrounding properties would be suffered. 
Granting the Variance would not be contrary to the public interest. 
Denial of the Variance would result in unnecessary hardship to the owner 
seeking it.

8.02 APPEALS. As specified in RSA 674:33, the Board of Adjustment shall hear and 
decide any case in which it is alleged there is an error in any order, requirement, 
decision, or determination made by any official in the enforcement of this 
Ordinance. 


8.03 FEES. Prior to the hearing, the costs of advertising, posting, and the mailing of 
notices to the abutters shall be paid for by the person making the appeal. 


Article IX - AMENDMENTS 


This Ordinance may be amended as provided by RSA 674, as it is or may be amended. 


Article X - SAVING CLAUSE 


The invalidity of any provision of this Ordinance shall not affect the validity of any other 
provision of the Ordinance. 


Article XI - EFFECTIVE DATE 


This Ordinance shall become effective immediately upon its passage. 
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AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING MOBILE HOME PARKS 


(adopted at Town Meeting on March 8, 1977 "pursuant to authority granted under Chapter 31, 
Section 39 of the Revised Statutes Annotated") 


1. STATEMENT OF PURPOSE. The purpose of this ordinance is to regulate the 
settlement of the Town of Randolph in such a way as to prevent undue concentrations 
of population in any particular location thereby creating problems of Policing such 
locations; the provision for supply of domestic water and for the disposal of sewage and 
other domestic wastes; the control of traffic, Lighting of streets, and other requirements 
usually associated with density of population, and to thereby adversely affect the welfare, 
interest and good order of the Town. 


2. DEFINITION. Trailer park, as used herein, shall mean a facility designated for the 
location of two or more mobile homes on individual lots of land rented to the owners of 
such mobile homes by the owner of such land, with facilities such as water, electricity, 
and sewage disposal available for connection to such mobile homes, and as defined in 
regulations issued by the State Department of Health. 


3. MOBILE HOME PARKS PROHIBITED. No facility shall be established, located, 
maintained or operated in the Town of Randolph and used for a mobile home park within 
which the owners of mobile homes may be provided with sites of land on which said 
mobile homes may be located for dwelling purposes. 


4. PENALTY. Any person, firm or corporation violating this ordinance shall be subject. 
to a fine of $20.00 per day for each day during which this ordinance shall be violated. 


5. EFFECTIVE DATE. This ordinance shall take effect 30 days after notice of its adoption 
shall have been published in a Newspaper having circulation in the Town of Randolph.
